Washington, B'eb. 27.—Mr. L«ntz of 


Ohio stirred the Democrats in the house 
to a fever pitch yesterday by rising to 
a question of privilege and alleging that 
a speech he had turned o\er to tbe pub- 
lic printer under general leave to print 
bad bf:en withheld from The Record 
aud had been turned over to Representa- 
tive Grosvenor by the speaker. 
The 


u:iture of the speech was not developed 
during the events that followed, but 
It was learned that it was an attack 
upon Senator Hanna. and the methods 
by which he was elected to the senate. 


Tlie speaker explained that it had 


been represented to him that +he speech 
violated the privileges of tbe house, and 
lie had directed that it be withheld un- 
til he could look over It. 
Pressure of 


business had prevented him from doing 
BO, however, and only 20 minutes before, 
he said, he had directed that the speech 
go Into Tne Record, believing that If 
it contained anything offensive !t could 
be stricken out of Tue Record by the 
bouse later. 


Intense excitement followed. 
Sev- 


eral points of order were made by Re- 
publicans, but the speaker declined to 
sidetrack the matter in that way, hold- 
ing, however, that to proceed a propo- 
sition of some kind must be before the 
liouse. 
Thereupon, Mr. Richardson, 


the Democratic leader, offered a resolu- 
tion declaring that the speaker bad no 
right to withhold speeches. 
Against 


this the question of consideration was 
raised by Mr. Lacey, and by a strict 
party vote the house decided not to con- 
sider. 


Aw id still greater excitement and con- 


fusion, Mr. Richardson offered another 
resolution condemning the speaker's ac- 
tion. 
Again Mr. Lacey raised the 


question of consideration, and again 
by a strict party vote the house refused 
to consider it. 


At this point further proceedings were 


cut off by an adjournment taken on mo- 
tion of Mr. Payne, the floor leader of the 
majority, and again sustained by &

HANGED FROM A BRIDGE 


Body Then PUcwd Iu a Bonfire *nd 


Saturated With Oil Until It WM 
Entirely Consumed — 31 ob M»d« No 
Attempt »t DUguUe 
' 


Terre Haute, Feb. 27.— Punishment, 


Bwift and terrible, was meted out yes- 
terday to George Ward, the negro who 
murdered Miss Ida Finkelstein, a school 
teacher, Monday. 
After his arrest the 


ungry luob battered down the doors of 
the jail, dragged the prisoner to the 
Wabash bridge, and hanged him to the 
bridge draw. 
Not content with th« 


banging, the crowd cut tlie corpse down, 
and, laying it ou a eand bar under the 
bridge, Studied a lire and cremated the 
remains. li was the [first lynching that 
ever occurred in Terre Haute-, and the 
day abounded in exciting Incidents. 


Ward wab arrested yesterday uiora- 


lag at the car works, where he laras em- 
ployed as a laborer, and, after being 
identified, made a confession. 
His 


excuse for the murder was tbat Miss 
FinUlestein called him a "dirty nigger'' 
and slapped his face. 


At noon the crowd outside the jail 


battered dowu the iron do.ors, but were 
driven back by Jailer O'bonnell, who 
lired over the heads of the mob. 
Tbe 


crowd kept on growing and the ex- 
citement increased, aud at 12:35 o'clock 
another crowd attacked the jail, batter- 
ing down tbe outer doors, securing pos- 
session of tbe keys aud entering the cell 
room. 
Ward 
was quickly 
dragged 


forth. 
He realized tbat no mercy could 


be expected from the mob, and he 
fought with the desperate ferocity of 
a beast at bay. 
He was dragged out 


to the street, still fighting with all hla 
strength, but a blow from a heavy 
hammer felled him to the ground. 


A noose was quickly adjusted to his 


neck and the mob started with its vic- 
tim toward the Wabash bridge. 
Tho 


feeble resistance made by the wretched 
creature after the blow with the ham- 
mer was soon quieted by the savage 
blows of the mob. 
Face downward 


he was dragged through the street to 
the bridge, and across the rough plank- 
ing of the driveway to the drawbridge. 
Many are of the opinion that he was 
dead before the scene of the banging 
was reached. 


However, the rope was thrown OT«l 


one of the upper beams and tbe body 
drawn up. 
It had been swinging tn 


that position but a short time when 
someone suggested burning at the stake 
as the nearest approach to a proper ex- 
piation of the awful crime. 
The sug- 


gestion was adopted unanimously, and 
a fire was quickly kindled on the bank 
of the river. 
Into the fire the body, 


bearing no sign of life, was thrown, and 
fagots were piled upon It. 
The body 


was in a horizontal position, the fee* 
protruding at one end and the head at 
(ho other. 
Combustible oil seemed to 


flow spontaneously toward tbe pile, and 
the flames leaped high while the' body 
of the negro was rapidly consumed. 


There was no attempt at disguise on 


the part of the many meuibers of th« 
mob. 
Witbin JO minutes of the time 


\v hen the mob reached the bridge with 
the victim the people began to as- 
semble in 
ever-increasing numbers. 


When tlie body was taken down to ba 
carried to the nre the bridge west of 
the draw was barricaded, and the crowd 
was stopped there, but the east bank 
was crowded with thousands of men. 
women and children gazing at the awful 
spectacle of a human body being con- 
sumed by flames.

Tbe hazers of West Point ran up 


against a "bard arogesltlen" wben they 
encountered Jobn Patrick Sullivan of 
Louisiana. He is the yeutb of muscle 
and brawn who as a plebe whipped 80 
cadets of the "yearling" class and every ' 
cadet of the first class who called him 
out. 
He was so busy with fights that 


sometimes be had as many as four in one 
day, and he never lest a battle. He was 
the best "scrapper" the Military academy 
ever saw and as a plebe used to whip 
upper class men a.« fast as they appeared 
before him. 


Sullivan was "feuad in math" in Janu- 


ary, 
1807. 
"Found in math" means 


"found delcient in mathematics." 
He 


therefore left the academy, but the re- 
membrance of his prowess still remains 
there. In his "plebe camp" Sullivan was 
challenged by every yearling who was of 
equal weight witb him and whipped them 
all, sometimes meeting as many as four. 
Then the fir*t class vr*s weighed ia and 
met the "rapid plebe," one by one. Snlli- 
van wen all tke fights aud kept the dec- 
tors at the heepital busy. Scarcely a day 
but Bom. man reported at the hospital 
with a disfigured face which he had re- 
ceived by "niBBine into a tree." Before 
July was over Snlliran was no loncer the 
"rrti.id plebe-," but the "terrible pl«bo." 


HP rvas a rawboncd youth from Louisi- 


nna and eminently built for fighting. He 
was not a quarrelsome feliow by any 
means, but his name and his prowess 
caused bill a lot of trouble. It was a. 
case of fight with him ns soon as he went 
into barrachb as a "beast." Several year- 
lings paid Sullivan th* customary visits 
and asked tho usual questions. When the 
festive j'eariings fnund thnt his narne was 
Snllivan. th«y asked, "Are you John L. 
Sullivan ?" 
"No," replied the candidate; "I am 


John P. Sullivan." 


After the nsnal instructions about the 


nse of "sir" and "mister" the yearling 
asked, "Can yoo fight, Mr. Sullivan?" 


"I don't w*-«it to tight, sir," was the re- 


ply."But don't yon know that you have got 
to fij;ht to keep up the reputation of 
your name?" 


Sullivan said he would fight if obliged 


to do so. and as soon as he bad passed 
his preliminary examination and was in 
"plebe camp" his fighting days began. 
The first mnn wbe had "deviled" him on 
his first day in barracks was the first one 
he whipped. It can be imagined that he 
fought his first fight at the Point with a 
good heart. After that it was a matter 
of duty with him, and he knocked out 30 
of the yearling class. After Snllivan had 
beaten all-comers he was not deviled by 
the upper clas* men and in the fall was 
the only man of his class to whom was 
given a place on the football team. 


Sullivan gat bis share of hazing at first 


and took it without a murmur. Once 
they told him to stand at the door of his 
tent and whistle for rain. 
He did so 


cheerfully aad whistled long and loud. 
He never resented any'^of the usual tests 
which were applied 'te cadets, but the 
readiness with whicfc he-accepted a chal- 
lenge and the rapidity with which he put 
his opponents out ef commission were 
traits which made the upper class men 
rather wary of deviling him. 
The youth from Louisiana was respect- 


ed at the Poimt fer bis physical qualities, 
even if the academic board had donbts as 
to his mathematical ability. Perhaps be 
would bare dome better in "math" if be 
had not bad so much "fighting to do. It ia 
rather difficult to "bone math" and whip 
four upper clans men a day. Sullivan's 
name is one which will long be-a consol- 
ing remembrance amen* the fourth class 
men at the academy, for though the days 
of fighting are ever tbe class feeling is 
very strong at tbe Peint, and it is always 
a coLuelatiem te plebes te be able to tell 
tales ef tbe physical prowess of another 
plebe, evea tbeogb ke tins fallen from the 
ranks. Many nficera-now in the service 
also are proud of the fighting ability of 
John Patrick Sullivan; 


Plebe Snllivan was tall, muscular and 


well built, witb net aa ounce of useless 
flesh on him. Every movement of his 
body denoted strength and agility, and 
thota wbe felt the grip ef his big hands 
thought their inters bad been in tbe jaws 
of a vise. 


Wben be had bis first fight, no particu- 


lar attention was paid to tbe affair, as 
the average plebe does not know much 
about fighting, and it was taken for grant- 
ed that the yearliag who bad called him 
oat would get the better of the battle, 
But Sullivan returned to camp without a 
scratch, while tbe yearling, with the help 
of several of bis classmates, went to the' 
hospital for rest, reenperatien and re- 
pairs. 
Tben It was tbat tbe yearling 


class got together and began to call out 
the "rapid plebe" one after the other. It 
was necessary, according to tbe code, to 
take the plebe's conceit out of him, aad 
so tbe series of fights begia which re- 
sulted so disastrously to the upper class 
men. 
After he had whipped every man 


of his weight in tbe yearling elass it was 
decided at a class meeting tbat he should 
be let alene. It was tben that tbe first 
class took a hand, witb no better results 
than the yearlings. But, alas. Sullivan 
eonld not "get away" witb mathematics 
as easily as he could with "scrapping" ca- 
dets, and his career at the Point was 
brief, though never dull. — New York 
Press.

• Colonel Merritt Barber, who has had 
•exceptional opportunities to study the 
JPilipino, favors the Transcript with an 
Interesting interview containing some 
conclusions arrived at after about a 
year and a half's residence in the Phil- 
ippines.

"This is our first attempt at colonial 
administration, you remember, except 
bur own early beginnings, and success 
has attended other nations in. this re- 
spect, as well as our own, only through, 
struggles, controversy and the perpet- 
ual vilification of self-appointed states- 
men in the rear, and as we had our 
Tories during the revolution and our 
copperheads during the civil war, so 
now we have our waspish, constitu- 
tional pedagogies at our back, whose 
discordant brayinga, like those of their 
assinine prototypes, only serve to ad- 
vertise their own non.-creative facul- 
ties." 


Again: "Every single school house 


and every single mile of good roads 
built in that country is worth more to

The house of representatives of the 


state legislature has acted favorably on 
the Luce order, arriving at a general 
amending of the Massachusetts laws 
against stock watering. The order 
teads: 


Ordered, that a joint special com- 


mittee, to consist of 11 members of the 
house and such as the senate may join, 
be appointed to revise the general laws 
Of the commonwealth pertaining to 
public service corporations and asso- 
ciations engaged in .any business com- 
inonly done by public service corpora- 
tions; and to consider the expediency 
of such legislation in amendment there- 
of and in addition thereto as will better 
protect the interests of the public, as 
affected by public service corporations 
and associations engaged in any busi- 
ness commonly done by public service 
corporations. Said committee shall be 
furnished with a room in the state 
house; its hearings shall be public; it 
Biiall have leave to employ a. stenog- 
rapher; shall be furnished with sta- 
tionery and postage; may send for 
persons and papers; and shall report to 
the general court 'on or before April 
10, next. 


Thi» order is the outcome of the 


fl*hts over thp prooospr! invf"»ti<mtinrt 
Of the Boston gas situation and the 
Massachusetts electric railroad mon- 
opoly, which controls a large part of 
the electric reads outside of Boston. 
Favorable action by the house does not 
Imply that it will pass, of course, and 
tt is stated that the senate is already 
prejudiced against it because of the 
conduct of some of its supporters. Sup- 
porters of the order gave the impression 
that it was reported by a joint com- 
mittee, while only a house committee 
passed upon it.

the administration for the year and 
the proposed amendment to the army 
bill, under whose provisions they will 
probably be conducted, will become of 
deep general interest as things de- 
velop. The amendment reads: 


That, in fulfillment of the declara- 


tion contained in the joint resolution 
approved April 20, 1898, entitled "For 
the recognition of the independence of 
the people of Cuba, demanding that the 
government of Spain relinquish its 
authority and government in the is- 
lands of Cuba, and to withdraw its 
land and naval forces from Cuba and 
Cuban waters, and directing tht presi- 
dent of the United States to use the 
land and naval forces of the United 
States to carry these resolutions into 
effect," the president is hereby author- 
ized to leave the government and con- 
trol of the island of Cuba to its people 
so soon as a government shall have 
been established in said island under 
a. constitution which, cither as a part 
thereof or in any ordinance appended 
thereto, shall define the future rela- 
tions of the United States with Cuba 
substantially as follows: 


I—That the government shall never 


enter into any treaty or other compact 
with any foreign power or powers 
which will impair or tend to impair the 
independence of Cuba, nor in any man- 
ner authorize or permit any foreign 
power or powers to obtain by coloniza- 
tion or for military or naval purposes or 
otherwise, lodgment in, or control over, 
any portion of said island, 


2 —That said government shall not as 


sume or contract any public debt, to 
pay the interest upon which and to 
make reasonable sinking fund provision 
for the ultimate discharge of which the 
ordinary revenues of the island, after 
defraying the current expenses of gov- 
ernment, shall be inadequate. 


S—That the government of Cuba con- 


sents that the United States may ex- 
ercise the right to intervene for the 
preservation of Cuban independence, 
the maintenance of a government ade- 
auate for the protection of life, prop- 
erty and individual liberty, and for dis- 
charging the obligations with respect 
to Cuba imposed by the treaty of Paris 
on tne United States, now to be as- 
sumed and undertaken by the govern- 
ment of Cuba, 


4—That all acts of the United States 


in Cuba during its military occupancy 
thereof are ratified and validated, and 
all lawful rights acquired thereunder 
shall be maintained and protected. 


5—That the government of Cuba will 


execute, and as far as necessary ex- 
tend, the plans already 
devised or 


other plans to be mutually agrreed 
upon, for the sanitation of the cities 'of 
the island, to the end that a recurrence 
of epidemic and infectious diseases 
may be prevented, thereby assuring 
protection to the people and commerce 
of Cuba, as well as to the commerce of 
the southern ports- of the United States 
and the people residing- therein. 


6—That the Isle of Pines shall be 


omitted from the proposed constitu- 
tional boundaries of Cuba, the 
title 


thereto left to future adjustment by 
treaty. 


7—That to enable the United States 


to maintain the independence of Cuba, 
and to protect the people thereof, as 
well as for its own defense, the govern- 
ment of Cuba -will sell or lease to the 
United States lands necessary for coal- 
ing or naval stations at certain, speci- 
fied points, to be agreed upon with the 
president of the United States. 


8—That by way of further assurance 


the, government of Cuba will embody 
the foregoing provisions in a perma.- 
nent treaty with the United States. 


It is generally believed that these de- 


mands are reasonable and that Cuba 
will agree to them. It is clear that 
they are necessary to prevent a condi- 
tion developing in Cuba such as was 
developed before the war with Spain. 
The'matter of the Isle of Pines ia some 
thing foreign to. the central purpose of 
the demands. Spain included this is- 
land with Cuba in her administration, 
but there appears n'o reason why it 
should go to the Cuban republic. How- 
ever, it may go to the Cuban republic 
by agreement in the negotiations that 
are to c'orae.

West Siephentown Mountains Finally 


Closed in on as Home of the 


Counterfeiters. First Thought 


Plant Was in Berkshire 


What is looked upon as an important 


arrest was made by Deputy Sheriff 
Horace F. Adams of Nassau Friday 
evening when he took into custody 
Adam Gearholt, who is accused of pas- 
sing counterfeit coins. In the formal j 
charge made against the prisoner it is 
stated that 
counterfeit 
coins were 


found on the person of Gearholt, who 
was captured in a rear room of his 
father's- house in the mountains 'of West 
Stephentown. 
He was taken to jail 


and Saturday was arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Landon. 
Ball was fixed at $lf.OO and the ease 
was adjourned until next Friday morn- 
ing. 
GearhoSt was confident his father 


would furnish the required bail. 


According to the officers this is the 


first of many arrests- that must follow 
as several persons are engaged in cir- 
culating base coin in the eastern sec- 
tion of that county. 
Of la.te the 


amount of counterfeit coin in circula- 
tion in that section has made a mater- 
ial increase and there is a suspicion in 
the minds of the officers that Stephen- 
town or vicinity is the base 'of opera- 
lions for a gang of counterfeiters. 


Gearholt v, as arrested last August 


for stealing a horse from E. H. Grif- 
fin, a hotel keeper at Stephentown. 
Gearholt had taken the horse into this 
state, -nhere the arrest was made. The 
search which was then made of his 
person brought to light three coins of 
lead 
resembling half 
dollars. 
The 


horse case was settled, but he was ar- 
rested on the counterfeiting charge. 


Gearholt, who speaks with a slightly 


foreign accent, when seen Saturday 
vehemently protested his- innocence of 
the charge. When he was asked where 
he obtained the coins he said: 


"Somebody must have given me the 


money. I didn't make it." 


He admits having passed it, but says 


he does not know where he procured it. 
He has been arrested several times 
previously for theft. 


The arrest and arraignment of Gear- 


holt were conducted very quietly, and 
on the surface the case appeared to be 
one oH the ordinary kind. 


After the temporary disposition of the 


prisoner Deputy United States Marshall 
Irving stated that there was more to 
the case than the goveu-nment's agents 
cared to reveal ^ust at present. 
He, 


with other secret" service 'officers has 
be"an busy on the rase for some time. 
They knew th« t a mint for the manu- 
facture of spurious coin .nickels and 
quarters and half dollars, for which 
this section was the outlet, was 
In 


operation somewhere in the Berkshires. 


The secret service men have been 


trailing bad coin itor a month from this 
city|, Troy, Albany, Pittsfleld, Chatham, 
Hudson, Hoosick ''Falls, Berlin village 
and finally West.Stephentown hamlet, 
and have, they believe finally hedged it 
the West Stephentown mountains. The 
amount of bogus coin sent out from the 
mint is estimated at several thousand1 
dollars, and the distributors have been 
largely just such unsophisticated look- 
ing1 backwoods fellows as Gearholt. 
They could "shoye it" with less dan- 
ger than the showy looking fellow. 


"It is awful easy to shove a bad 


quarter in a cheap barroom or restau- 
rant," said one of the officers working 
on the case. 


"We hope to make a revelation In a 


day or two which will be startling" 
said Marshall Irving. "We are on the 
track of one of the boldest and most 
suecessflul counterfeiting games played 
hereabouts in years. We know almost 
to a certainty that counterfeit money 
is being or lias been made in the West 
Stephentown mountains. 
Those mak- 


ing the queer are not mountaineers. 
They are experts, but they have sought 
refuge there because they knew the 
desperate character of that section and 
because they are protected by men who 
have given the authorities of Renssel- 
aer countM no end of trouble. These 
experts make the coins and men like 
Gearholt p.ut them in circulation." 


It is now believed that the counter- 


feit quarters and dimes which gave this 
city a scare a year or so ago were from 
the West Stephentown source. 


Correspondent's Suggestions for Li. 


quor as Well as Milk Bottles 


Local correspondent in Springfield 


Republican: 


The milk dealers in this citv, in com- 


mon with those in other parts of the 
state, are being put to a great amount 
of irJconvenience and trouble by the 
law relating to the bottles used 
by- 


many of them in the delivery of millc. 
The law says these bottles must nold 
just the amount they purport to, no 
more, no less, and in this city the in- 
spector is now busy finding out wheth- 
er they do or not. All bottles that fa'l 
short, even to the most triilins extt-nlc, 
are condemned, which is perhaps prop- 
er, even where the shortage is so little 
that no fault is found by the buyers 
of milk; but what seems very oeculiar 
is that bottles that ovei-iun, to au.v 
noticeable extent, are also condemned. 
Neither buyers nor sellers can undT- 
stand why, \'.\ any man is willing to de- 
liver more of any article thaiJ he is paid 
for, the state should consider it neces- 
sary to interfere, but such is the case, 
so far as rnilk is concerned., as In- 
spector Nichols understands the law, 
and he is conducting his insnection ac- 
cordingly. In view of the situation one 
cannot esca;>e the question why, if the 
state is so greatly concerned in the 
matter of weights and measures as 
this would indicate, some attention is 
not paid to whisky buttles, which ,as 
everybody knows, are notoriously un- 
der size. To say that the less whiskv 
a man gets Jbr his mc»ney the better 
off he is, is no answer to this Question. 
It is perfectly proper to maintain that 
whet} a man orders a pint or half a 
pint of whisky and pays for it, the 
goods should be delivered, but if he 
leaves it t->the saloon man or the drug- 
gist to furnish the bottle he never sets 
full measure. It is difficult for the or- 
dinary individual to understand whv 
such a fluss should be made over bot- 
tles holding- milk at six cents a cuart, 
while nothing is done about the bottles 
for whisky, which retails for from 50 
to SO cents a pint. And while discuss- 
ing this subject reference may properly 
be made to the question of puritr. 
State officers are constantly on the 
lookout ibr oleomargarine or a package 
of spice or coffee that is not strictly 
pure, though perhaps perfectly harm- 
less, and the man who is cauchtt sell- 
ing it has to suffer. But, in this citv 
at least, we never hear anything about 
irhpecting the liquors that are sold in 
almost unlimited quantity. 
They RO 


for whatever they happen to be, fire- 
water fresh from the still, fusel oil. 
drugs, chemicals, or anything else, z.11 
put up in very short bottles, and no in- 
spection seems to be considered neces- 
sary in this particular field. Possibly 
if the milkmen and grocers were as 
good politician's as the liquor dealers 


i it might make a difference, but, what 


ever the reason, the distinction is stich 
as to comr>el attention when the sub- 
ject of weights, measures, and purity 
is brought up. It has been very different 
in this city for some years past to set 
ice that was considered flit for family 
use. The water comes down from the 
mountains, and is, ol course, liable to 
be impure; but the whisky anid the 
beer, these are all right, if we may 
judge by the severe -way in which they 
are let alone by the inspectors. Tho. 
man who pronounced consistency a 
jewel' must have done so with refer- 
ence to politics solelr.

Wllliim Gardner Ended His Life Lait 


Evening with Poison 


William Gardner .29 years old, took 


Paris green 
last evening about 7 


o'clock and died a little more than four 
hours later. Gardner lived at the home 
of his father, Alonzo Gardner, on 
South State street. He went to his 
room about 7 and nothing was Iveard 
of him for half -an hour. Then a mem- 
ber of the family went to the room and 
found him suffering from the effects 'of 
the poison. A newly opened box of 
Paris green, partially empty, was on a 
table and showed what he had done. 


Dr. Stafford was at once sent for, 


and with a stomach pump succeeded 
in removing much of the poison from 
the stomach. He then had Gardner re- 
moved to the hospital. His condition 
grew more critical steadily and ho died 
at abuul 11.30. Menibfei& •.•[ his lauiily 
were present when he died. 


Gardner was born in this city and 


had always lived here. He had a long 
police court record, drunkenness being 
his stumbling block. Liquor was par- 
tially responsible for his death last 
nig-lit, alcohol which he had taken yes- 
terday having paralyzed the stomach 
muscles so that they did not a-ct. He 
took about four large table spoonfuls 
of the powder, enough to have been an 
Overdose and to have been, thrown up 
had he been in normal condition. This 
also made it impossible to clean the 
stomach thoroughly with the stomach 
pump. 


Gardner was a tin peddlar and was 


married in 1891. He leaves besides his 
wife, parents and brothers and sisters, 
four children, the oldest of whom is 
about nine years-. 


Drink and family disagreements are 


supposed to have influenced him to 
take the poison. 


The body was taken to the under- 


taking rooms of Simmons & Carpenter, 
and the arrangements for the funeral 
had n'ot been made this afternoon.

LECTURE ON THE FRDNCH PRESS 


M. Gaston Deschamps, literary critic 


of the Paris Temps, lectured in Jesup 
hall last evening on "The Frer.ch press 
of the nineteenth century," M. Des- 
cuaiupr- began by speaking of the news 
papeis of the early years, how they 
•vvere not newspapers as we know them 
at the present time, but merely pam- 
phlets dealing with the leading ques- 
tions of the day. Napoleon was cen- 
sor of all such publications and-none 
•were published without his signature 
of approval. The lecturer then spoke 
of the succeeding great journalists of 
the century, Chateaubriand, Hugo and 
Etnile Bourignon. In the last twenty 
years the French press has changed 
•wonderfully. It has developed from a 
paper dealing only with public affairs 
and happenings to one dealing with af- 
fairs of the mos-t private nature, and 
there is some doubt as to whether the 
change is for the better. In France 
there are no great dalles publishing 
hourly editions, but only one edition is 
Issued each day. In conclusion, M. 
Deschamps said that the greatest need 
of the French and European press of 
today is more freedom. There -was a 
large attendance at the lecture and at 
the close many met the distinguished 
"visitor.

ETCH 1%OT3sS They Never Existed 


Tlicir ilemory Is Cherished, 


"I was very much, surprised to learn 


the other day," s.iid a visitor from Bur- 
lington, Vt.. at one of the hotels, "that ! 
Jackson had no cotton in his fortifica- ' 
tions during the battle of New Oilcans. 
"Whether the younger jcneraticn is bet- 
ter advistd I am unable to sny, but the; 
cotton bale legend is believed religious- 
ly by middle aged people all through 
the New England states. They are proud 
of it as a master example of what mi;ht 
bti called Yankee cunning, and before 
you couid shatter their faith in the. story 
you could persuade them that Wash- 
ington cHcla't cross the Delaware and 
that Benedict Arnold was a high minded 
American patriot. 


"I attended public school when I was a 


.boy at GreenSeld, Mass.," continued the 
speaker, "aad I remember distinctly the 
account of the battle of JNew Orleans that 
was given in our 'Inte.rm'ediato History 
of the United States.'' It described the 
cotton bale fortifications as a happy in- 
spiration which eatae to Jackson at the 
last moment as a. possible means of off- 
setting: the immesie preponderance of the 
British forces. According to the narra- 
tive the cotton was piled up in a gigantic 
wall, and when the enemy's artillery 
opened fire the projectiles bounded back 
from its surface like rubber balls thrown, 
against the &ide of a house. I remember 
that the incident tickled us boys im- 
mensely. We thought it was such a good 
joke on the EnglishrGen.iand years after- 
ward whenever anything would remind 
me of the battle of New Orleans I would 
instantly have a mental vision of a crowd 
of astonished artillerymen Jbdging their 
own cannon balls. The small American 
loss was attributed solely to this remark- 
able piece of strategy, and the chapter 
was embellished with a full page wood- 
cm, which ia ns clear to my mind's ere 
as if I had seen it yesterday. It repre- 
sented what was evidently intended to be 
one of the fortifications—a solid, square 
sided, rectangular wall of bales, with reg- 
ular apertures for cannon. On one skip 
\ras a lino of men dressed like the tradi- 
tional dime novel trapper, each with a 
coonskin cap on his head and a rifl.' 
about nine feet lonjr, and on the other 
side was a donse mass of British greca- 
dicrs, wearing what looked like bishops' 
miters.

The new star ia 0,000,000 times as 


far from the earth as tbo sun—roughly 
speaking, 560,000,000,000,000 of miles. 
This is so far that- 


Tee sudden Illumination that now 


lias attracted the attention of tbe as- 
tronomers must have occurred about 
1803. It luis taken the light 9S years to 
4art across tiie abyss of space to the 
earth. 


If there had, been a %vire to telegraph 


the news aud the message was tiled at 
the time of its occurrence, people wpuld 
receive it about the year 2J.01. 


If the explosion caused by the rush 


of this gigantic world into the gases of 
some nebular body (which, the scien- 
tists believe, caused the sudden flare 
up) was loud enough to reach the earth, 
people will hear the sound of the crash 
something liko 87,009,000 years from 
now. 


If the nctv star is traveling toward 


us even at the average planetary rate, 
there is no occasion for alarm. It will 
take it to reach our neighborhood 30,- 
000 years. 


Mr. Garrett P. Serviss, the well 


knswa astronomer, writes interesting- 
ly KS follotra in the Ke\v York Journal 
of the aew star co-w blazing in the 
heavens: 


The now ftar is near the border of 


the Milky Way in the constellation 
Perseus. The brightest new star ever 
previously seen, that known as Tycbo'a 
star in 1572, also appeared in the edge 
,of the Milky Way, and its locatioa is 
given on the accompanying chart. Kep- 
ler's new star in 1004 likewise was in 
the Milky Way. 


It is probable that the new star la 


very distant. .None has ever been seen 
near enough to afford a sensible paral- 
lax. Its distance is probably not less 
than 6,000.000 times ?ho distance of 
the earth from the sun. Its eudden in- 
crease of brightness is not due to its 
coming nearer/ although it may be do- 
Ing that, but to the growth of inten- 
sity to its radiation, caused probably 
by swift Increase of beat. 


A motion of approach to tbe earth 


amounting to 500 miles a second, which 
Is about the maximum rapidity that 
could be ascribed, would not bring this 
star Into our immediate neighborhood 
in less than 30,pOO years. 


The cUSnces are that when this star 


fades it will disappear altogether. That 
is what happened In the two previous 
Instances that are known of very bril- 
liant new stars—those of Tycho in 1572 
and of Kepler isa 1604. 
There is no 


trace of those stars ieft. Smaller new 
stars, like that of 1892, have usually 
faded into comparatively faint objects 
without entirely vanishing. 


It cannot yet be told whether this 


star shows ino*ion or not 
Careful 


Bpectroscopic esaminaiion of its light 
will be required to determine that 
question. 
Tbe probability is that the 


spectra of at least two different bodies 
moving in different directions will be 
found In it. 


It is only in case a considerable part 


of their motion ia toward or from the 
earth that it can be detected by the 
spectroscope. If the motion is across 
our line of sight, it will not affect the 
position of the lines in the spectrum. 


Tbe swiftoess with which the light 


of the new star has grown seems best 
to accord with the theory that the 
cause of tbe outburst was the plung- 
ing of a solid body of immense size 
and mass through a cloud of gas or of 
meteori tic dust. Whenever the earth 
encounters a swarm of meteors a sim- 
ilar phenomenon en a small scale is 
presented. The sky is filled for hours 
with flaming particles, but they are 
not numerous enough to produce dis- 
astrous effects or to cause an outburst 
of light and heat comparable to »fut 
of a new star. 


Yet such a meteoric display as that 


of 1833 on the earth would probably 
have been visible from some of the 
planets, whose inhabitants might have 
supposed that a sudden conflagration 
bad broken out on this globe. But, aa 
already remarked, the light and heat 
developed by any known encounter of 
the earth with a cloud of meteors are 
Insignificant compared with the out- 
burst which has Just occurred in the 
sky. Yet tbe cause may be similar in 
its nature, but vastly greater In. its ex- 
tent and effect. 


Tbe latest discoveries of astronom- 


ical photography show that space is 
full of nebulous clouds, invisible with 
telescopes, which nevertheless are prob- 
ably dense enough to cause a vast con- 
flagration upon OBJ solid globe rushing 
swiftly through C&em. Such a globe 
would be in the condition of a meteor 
rushing into the earth's atmosphere. 
As long as it continues to move through 
tbe air tbe friction of its passage reni 
ders its surface Incandescent, and it 
glows brighter and brighter until it at- 
tains a maximum of brilliance. If It 
Should 
go on 
indefinitely 
rushing 


through the air, It would finally be to- 
tally consumed. But it requires only 
a few minutes at most to penetrate the 
whole depth of tbe air and so arrives 
•t tbe earth, if at all, with Its surface 
charred and contorted with the fierce 
beat, but Its Interior yet cool. 


So an Immense body like an extin- 


guished sun or a fl^sntlc planet plung- 
ed with a velocity of hundreds of miles 
In a second through •* mass of meteoric 
dust or of gas a aaiUIon miles or more

This is probably the reason why new 


Stars flame out so suddenly arid fa<ie 
so quickly and why tbe t<*ff great ones 
that ha'se been seen have entirely dis- 
appeared. 


A small body plunging through a re- 


listing medium might be completely 
Taporized, and it would afterward con- 
tinue to shine with nebulous light, 
while a vefy large body would be too 
massive to become heatod throughout, 
aud as it surface quickly cooled it 
would lose its brilliancy and conse- 
quently entirely disappear from our 
range of vision.

MASTODONS OF THE SEA. 


Two GigiUitlc Ship* Now Duildiun In 


M Connecticut Dockyard. 


The largest steamers in the world are 


now building on the Thames river—not 
the English Thames, but the Thames 
which waters the town of New Lisbon, 
Conn. They are building for the Pa 
ciflc line of the Great Northern Steam- 
ship company, and, though primarily 
designed for cargo carriers, accommo- 
dation will be provided on each ship 
for about 1,500 passengers, of whom 
about 1,000 will be located in the steer- 
age. 
The following are the principal 


dimensions! Length, 630 feet; beam, 73 
feet G leches; depth, 55 feet 8 inches. 
Though not so long as some of the At- 
lantic liners, it will be observed that 
the new ships are much wider and 
deeper. 


These immense vessels, says The 


Shipping World, will be of about 21,000 
gross tons register and 33.000 tons dis- 
placement or just 10,000 tons more 
displacement than the Atlantic liner 
Deutscbland. They have each five con- 
tinuous decks extending the whole 
length of the ship, with three addition- 
al decks amidships. 
Eacb vessel can 


accommodate £2,500 tons of coal, and 
the dead weight carrying capacity at 
normal draft is to be 20,000 tons. 
About 200 first cabin passengers will 
be carried in the amidshlp houses, 100 
second cabin just abaft of the machin- 
ery below the weather deck, 200 third 
class forward of the machinery, and in 
the forward between decks accommo- 
dation will be provided for about 1.000 
steerage. 
As the crew will number 


nearly 250 men all told, the total num- 
ber of bertha fitted for the passengers 
and complement will be close upon 
1,750. 


Arrangements have been made for 


carrying cattle, also for chilled or fro- 
zen meats in refrigerating chambers 
and fruit or any kind of cargo that 
may appear for transportation.

There is probably no better informed 


man in this country today on Ques- 
tions concerning the relationl of this 
country to the Philippine islands than 
Colonel Merritt Barber, who has been 
spending a short vacation at the home 
of Chauncey Rosenbury on the hills of 
North Posvnal, and who was in this 
city yesterday. 
Colonel Barber, who 


has been m the "United States annv 
for the last 39 years, and a colonel for 
many years, is srnior assistant adjutant 
general of the army, anid for the last 
year and tour months has held the 
position of adjutant general ofl the Phi- 
lippines. In that capacity he had charge 
ol everything that related to the uiili- 
tary administration of the islands. His 
views on wha.. is called the "Philin- 
pine problem'1 she aid therefore be of 
the utmost impoitance. 
j 


Coionel Barber was seen at his rest- 


ing- place in North Pownal by a Tran- 
suipt leporter last week, and asked in 
regard to various matters that are 
occupying the attenion of me country. 
Although ready to talk-of his experi- 
ences in- the islands, Colonbl Barber 
recognizes the importance, that-'is at- 
tached to the utterances of an officer so 
high in the army, and said he preferred 
to take time to answer questions on 
this subject. He thereflore asked for 
written ousstions, to which he wrote 
answers. They are given below and may 
be taken as authoritative expression^ by 
one who knows what lie is talkine 
about. 


In conversation, Colonel Barber ex- 


presses himself very forcibly on the 
subject of the discussions of the Phi- 
lippine question which he meets in this 
country. The extent to which argu- 
ment is based on complete ignorance 
of the conditions there, and to Which 
those whom he calls the "college nro- 
fessor" politicians and papers like th? 
Springfield Republican profess to be 
able to settle the questions^ that arise 
oif-hand, fills him with disg'ust, and lie 
said in speaking of this matter that he 
believed these discussions were doing 
infinite harm, rather than Rood, 


As a reas-on for his care in prepar- 


ing answers, Colonel Barber said that 
his views might differ so materially 
from others which had been expressed 
by persons who had been to the Philip- 
pines, tha,t he did not know as it would 
do any good to give them. He does not, 
for instance, believe that the Filipinos 
are in any way capable of self govern- 
ment as yet, nor does he think they 
will be for years to come. He regards 
deportation of the most turbulent spir- 
its as the surest way of treating the 
present situation in the islands and 
many other of hie views are not what 
have been the generally accepted ones. 


In answering the questions, however 


Colonel Barber writes: 


"Please remember that the views ex- 


! presed are simply my own and that I 


I do 
not attempt 
to speak 
for 
any 


, coterie, class, or any other person. If 
! they are not so bright and promising 


j of the present situation asi we could de- 
sire, or so encouraging of immediate 
change of heart and change of nation 
on the part of our wards as we would 


j be glad to anticipate, it is because I 


do not believe we can change an 
Asiatic Malay into an orderly, peace- 
able American citizen by word of 
mouth or the stroke of a pen, but I do 
believe that by time and patience it 
will be accomplished and that those 
agencies are now at work to that end." 


I'iiipiuo Character IK Baii 


Colonel Barber was asked in the fiirst 


place his opinion of ths character of 
the Filipinos as it \\ould affect Amer- 
ican administration. He replies: 


"Your inquiry has been so frequently

thing of my own personal experience 
a.._U observation to the volumes already 
delivered on this topic. By the would- 
be statesman whose party is out of of- 
fice; by.$the oidinaxy college professor 
and intelligent politician whose test 
is on the high moral plane of the 
"rights" and "wrongs" ofl people 01!

one and ever since the first permanent 
occupation by the Spaniards, a few 
years later, it hus been one continuous

of bloodthirst and 
carnage 


among themselves-. 


That the ac.ministration of Spain was 


cruei, intolerant and oppressive, does 
not admit of any question, but that 
the nature and characteristics of the 
Filipinos of today are the resuit of 
Spanish tyranny is not the fact. Their 
nature and their instincts are those 
of the Malay today, the same a-i 350 
years ago, and it seems to me that 
their present patrons and apologists 
amongr our own people overlook that 
fact and judge them arAl theorize ovir 
them from the standpoint of their own 
intelligence and humanity. There are 
unquestionably many very able, highly 
educated and progressive men amongr 
the Filipinos, but these are so few 
amidst the heterogeneous mass of the 
numerous Malay tribes that they frank 
ly admit the unpreparedness of their 
people for self-government. As a rule, 
these people are m full sympathy with 
our occupation and government of the 
islands, but the turbulence, lawlessness 
and cruelty of the insurgents among 
whom their lot is cast and by whom the 
lives of themselves and their families 
are endangered, it is impossible for 
them to give us their active aid and 
support until it is safe for them to do 
so. 


Wliat Reported "Surrender*" Mean 


Reports of Filipino "surrenders" have 


been frequent in the papers o_1 late, and 
Colonel Barber • was 
asked if these 


meant growing friendliness to Ameri- 
cans, ar>d whether this tendency could 
be relied on. He replies: 


I am unable to express an intelligent 


opinion on this paint, not boins aware 
to wh?t extent, if any, and from what 
motives, such surrenders have taken 
place. Some little time prior to my de- 
parture, a sni£,ll organised band of arm- 
ed insurgents came in and surrendered, 
voluntarily, which event the governor 
general regarded as being a very signi- 
ficant and hopeful indication, as It was 
the only Instance up to that time of 
the voluntary surrender ofl an armsd 
and equipped organization. If the sur- 
renders to which «ou refer are of the 
same caracter, coming- in of armed or- 
ganizations and surrender-ing vo-luntari- 
ly, giving up their arms and taking the 
oath, I should regard it as an indica- 
tion of the beginning oiVthe end, which 
might result before locg in a general 
landslide to us of the "larger portion o3 
the disaffected. 


About the time of my leaving Manila, 


however, the general, finding all his ef-

surrender of arms Is, of 
course, so 


much gain for our maintenance of 
good order, as it just so much dimin- 
ishes their capacity for mischief. But 
as to any reliance upon a conversion 
flrom their disposition to mischief, tfiat 
is another question. 
Form of Permanent Administration 


Continuing Colonel Barber writes: 
You ask what can be the most suc- 


cessful form of permanent administra- 
tion, to which I answer that that is 
just what we are endeavoring to find 
out, just what we are out there for, 
and just what the before-mentioned 
heaven inspired government tinkers and 
letter 
writers

States know so 
much 
about. 
It 


is 
attempted - by 
those 
there 
to 


establish the forms of former adminis- 
tration and cause them to be honestly 
administered. Provinces under govern- 
ors and municipalities under presidents 
each distributed into properly defined 
functions, and furnished with the nec- 
essary executive, judicial anrl fiscal 
agencies this is the rystem to which 
these people have always been accus- 
tomed and s^sms to be the natural one 
for the conditions existing there. It is 
an inheritance from our predecessors 
and with the slight modifications that 
have been made by the present chief 
justice, Sullano, a great jurist and up- 
right patriotic Filipino, to meet the 
changes incident to 
our 
American 


methods, it has seemed the appropriate 
system to adopt ,and so far has met 
every requirement of the administra- 
tion of civil affairs. 


One should always be-ar in mind, 


however, that every effort in any di- 
reetitfei we have so far 
made in tho 


Philippines, is only tentative and by no 
means to be relied upon as the best 
that can be done. This is- our first at- 
tempt at colonial administration, you 
romember, except our own early . be- 
ginnings and success 
has attended 


y-ther nations in this respect, as well as 


I our own, only through struggles and 


j uontroversy and the perpetual vilifica- 
tion of self-appointed statesmen in the 
rear and as we had our Tories during 
the revolution and., our copperheads 
during the civil war- so now we have 
our waspish constitutional pedagogues 
.it our back, whose discordant brayinga 
like that of their anginine prototypes, 
only serves- to advertise their own non- 
creative faculties. 
But whether the 


present system of civil government, or 
some other is the best, it can be re- 
lied npon with perfect confidence, that 
our people will, in due time, discover 
chat which is best, and establish it. 


It is possible, and even' probable, that 


Filipinos can be educated up to self- 
government, but as It to-ok the educa- 
tion of more than 150 j'aars to educate 
our own people from their high start- 
ing point up to self-government, it 
will doubtless take an equal, if not 
longer period of educaiioni, from the 
starting point of an Asiatic Malay.

Tour question, \t thf rdii'-ati'snal sys- 


tem is resulting in expected good ur 
Filipinos and helping to establish bet- 
ter relations between Filipinos and 
AmericarJs, Is scarcely fair to the ac- 
complished gentleman from Springfield 
who has recently been appointed su- 
perintendent of education. I must re- 
fer to the aoage, that Home was not 
built in a day, and fls alr- Atkinson 
onily arrived at Manila last July, it la 


simply Idle to expect any results from 
his appointment a« early as this. What- 
ever is possible, he will accomplish, for 
he has the two qualifications of suc- 
cess, the ability and the determina- 
tion, and I confidently anticipate dur- 
ing the two years of his apppointed ad- 
ministration, the establishment on a 
good and permanent foundation ofl an 
educational system that will certainly 
inure to the greatest advantage, if not 
the regeneration of the neople of the 
island. 


Wherever our troops have occuolod, 
| they have established or rather contir.- 
! ued the schools and have given as 
| much attention and encouragement as 


j possible to primary education. But fur- 
ther than that has been impossible, and 
even that irJ the midst of militarv 
| field operations, has necessarily been 


j rather desultory than systematic, and 


j there has been no uniformity in, or ade- 
; quato supply of text books and school 


j appliances. Still it has had ths advan- 
| tage of familiarizing the children to a 


j certairt extent with our people, and also 
j their no-rents, and it has th« further 
' advantage of furnishing something of 
! an Americanizing organization, so to 
: speak, upon which Mr. Atkinson can 


establish a perfect system. It sneaks 
very promising encouragement to him 


j that the Filipinos within our lines, roost 
1 of whom are in sympathy with us, are 
] eager for our schools; and the children 


themselves show a. promptness in at- 
tendance and a quickness and aptitude 
in study that is promising in the hieh- 
est decree. 


In my opinion, the two great Ameri- 


canizing instrumentalities for the Phil- 
ippine islands are school houses and 
roads. Every single school house and 
every single mile of good road built in ( 
that c'ounti-y isHvorth.moretoi the Filipino 
than every sentence of silly sentimental 
drool and drivel that has baen cousrhtd 
up through the columns of the Fm inff- 
field P.epublican ana newspapers of 
that i-'-reuasion.

It should not be understood, however, 


that the educational barque has onlv > 
clear skies and smooth seas throuch 
which to steer its course. What nosi- 
tion or influence the religious situation 
will have upon its career is problemat- 
ical, and the more so, as it is so per- 
fectly quiet and passive, making no 
sign. 
No religious demonstration is 


ever so dangerous as when it is keep- 
ing- perfectly quiet hiding its claws, so 
to speak; and'that at the present sit- 
uation in the Philippines. 


The only church there, as all know, is 


the Roman Catholic, not the Roman 
Catholic of today, not the Roman Ca- 
tholic of the United States but the Rom 
an Catholic of the 15th ceriturv and of 
the inquisition. 
Old and decrenit, it 


has staggered along and 
swaggered 


along in the Philippines, iriphe 20th 
century, with all the bravado with 
which it terrorized and dominated 500 
years ago, and how far it will enter Into 
irJto the education problem for good or 
ill, is yet to be made manifest. 
It cer- 


tainly is not regarded by our people 
as promising a harmonizing element, 
but there are so many other lines than 
educational with which Its interests 
are involved that it is impossible to an- 
ticipate its influence unltil it shows its 
hand, or rather, its claws. 


Chance for American Competition 
Colonel Barber was asked what condi- 


tions the Philippines offer for Ameri- 
cans in industrial and commercial lines, 


{ and how the Filipinos are likely to mix 
with Americans in these .lines. He r«- 
! plies: 


I am not sufficently conversant with 


industrial and commercial conditions 
in the islands to speak intelligently as 
to the inducements they offer for Amer- 
ican enterprise. Tlifi English, German, 
Spanish end French have establish- 
ments there, especially the English and 
Germans, and heretofore have sufficed 
for the island products, but when one 
considers the abundant increase of pro- 
duction that is possible by inloreased 
facilities of communication it would 
seem that there is a great field open 
there for American competition. 


Size of Army lor tbe Future 


To the question as to how large the 


army to be kept in the islands should 
be and whether a permanent force a«d 
military occupation is the only thing to 
be expected, Colonial Barber replies: 


The size of the army to be kept there 


will depend upon the psople themselves. 
The force of 70,000 now there is no rno^-e 
than adequate to .establish the good or- 
der and quiet that is essential to Hfls, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
But when once established, the size of 
the military force can easily be reeu- 
lated to meet the requirements. Mili- 
tary occupation is by no means the 
only thing to be desired; it is only the 
pioneer of the civil establishment in th. 
Phili lines, as it has been in every 
state in our nation from Caoe Cod to 
the Golden Gate. 


Climate ol the Philippine* 


The climate of the Philippines, savs 


Colonel Barber, is not altogether invit- 
ing for American's, and. vet under set- 
tled condHons it is by no means as bad 
as it is painted. If the American can 
restrain some of that exurbant vitality 
which animates him in our own vieor- 
ous climate, and imitats the "manana" 
oil the Spaniard, enjoying himself more 
and worrying himself less, the,re is no 
reason why he should not find the cli- 
mate as agreeable and healthful as it 
was to the Spaniard and is to the Encr- 
lishmanl and the German. 


What opposition we may expect, ex- 


cept that from the Filipinos, is onlv 
that commercial rivalry* I fancy, that 
can be expected by every new comer 
who treads upon the toes of the estab- 


Tnc Army t'nntcen 


Colonel Barber, from his position as 


senior assistant adjutant general irt 
the army, nan bf-en in charge of the 
much reviled canteen in larfre measure, 
and he was asked what he thought of 
it and the recent attacks on >t, follow- 
ed by the act o.1 congress abolishing it. 
H<5 replies: "The question of the can- 
teen has been settled by congress, and 
its effect for gccd or ill is not o^en to 
comment on my part." 


But in conversation yesterday Colonel 


Barber expressed nimself more fully, 
so far as the effects of the canteen in 
the past are concerned. He said that 
he did not believe in It theoretically. 
But he hAd seen how it prevented the 
gathering about the army of dives ar.d 
far worse institutions than those oil li- 
quor selling, and h« did not believe the 
army could have been maintained at 
its preser.t l.igh Ft.'".d"rd ;n ''.:s .--a?t 
without the canteen.
